WASHINGTON. April 5—The Unit- 


ed States government today made 
public its note to Great Britain an- 
nouncing “it could not admit either 


the right of the allies or thelr claims 
for justification in placing an embar- 
gO on all commercial intercourse be- 
tween Germany and seutra) countries: 
: “To admit it," says the communica- 
tiou, “would be to assume the attitude 
of unneutrality toward the present 
enemies of Great Britain which would 
be obviously inconsistent with the soi- 


emn obligations of this gover unent 
in the present clreumstances and for 
Great Britain to make sucha claim 
would be for her to abandon and set 
at naught the prinelples for which sb 
has consistently and earnestly cone 
tended in other times and = cireum- 


stances. 

The note reviews at length the l@s- 
al phases of a blockade of belligerent 
territory and virtual blockade of nen- 
tral coasts. In conclusion the United 
States states its expectation that 
Great Britain after having considerod 
“the possvbilities of serious iInterrup- 
tion of American trade," under the 
order-in-council “will -take the steps 
necessary to avoid them, and in the 
event that they should. happily oe- 
cur, will be prepared to make full 
reparation for every act, which under 
the rules of international law constl- 
tutes a violation of neutral rights.” 

The American communication = in- 
terprets the circumstances under 
which Great Britain claims to be jus- 
tified jn adopting retaliatory mensures 
toward her enemies as “merely 4 ren- 
son for certain extraordinary activi- 
ties.” by her naval forces, “and not 
an excuse for a prelude to any unlaw- 
ful action.” 

“It the course of the present ene- 
mies of Great Britain,” the note adds, 
‘should prove to be in fact tainted by 
illegality and disregard of the prin- 
efples of war sanctioned by enlighten- 
ed nations, it cannot be supposed and 
this government does not for a mv 
ment suppose that hia majesty’s go- 
vernment would wish the same taint 
to attach to thelr own action.” 

Ambassador Shanp at Paris was in-
